“{ have found the harmonica 
extremely popular in the Orlent, 
and 1 am amazed at the amount 
of talent both here and in For- 
mosa,” he-said. 
INEXPENSIVE 

“Boys and girls here start 
pinying the harmonlea for cn- 
fertalnment because it's un 
inexpensive instrument to buy,” 
he explained. 

“In Amcrica, by the time Idds 
are 14 or 15 they are driving 
large cars. 

"They have so much = that 
they don’t want to waste tine 
playing a harmonica,” he sald 
regretfully, 

“When I was a kid and had 
15 or 20 cents to spend I would 
buy a harmonica rather than 
getting candy.” : 

“Everyone in the neighbour-

To encourage local talent, Mr 
Logan ts carrying with him 200 
chromatic harmonicas, which are 
both expensive and hard to 
obtain. 

He conducts “music clinics” 
fo help those interested in im- 
proving ‘their playing, and gives 
the harmonicas away to the 
best students, 7 

All this, he hopes, will teach 
people that ‘the harmonica docs 
not. belong with the  street- 
corner musician, but in o proud 
place with -a full symphony 
orchestra. :

Now he’ gets 
most of his business through 
personal recommendations. 


Eut Americans, with their 
current craze for all things 
Oriental, are the firm's best 
customers, and supply 80% of 
the orders,

Tho artists do occaricnally 
paint on plain paper, but the 
eilk gives a much loveller effect. 


Specialises 


Each artist specialises in just’ 
one aapect of Chincse art, and 
it Ss very rare to get a pancl 
Painted by just the ong pcrson. 
Onc artist may specialise in 
painting birds, another flowers, 
anothcr bamboo. : 


All the work on the wallpaper 
takes place Jn 9 smai} room on 
the third floor cf a tenement 
house near Kal Tale Airport.
